Ever effort was made by 
“Al” Adams and his followers today 
to obliterate his connection with the 
bucket shop of M. J. Sage Company, 
which Wednesday falled on account 
of withdrawal! of his support. 

The former “policy king” was not 
in evidence, either in the “home office,” 
No. 57 Broadway, or the “clearing- 
house” in the Fuller building, Jersey 
City. All whe called the Ansonia, 
where he lives, were informed he was 
out; several employés persisted in say- 
ing he was n Mexico. 

“Al” Adams, Jr., was in and out of 
the Broadway office all day, but de- 
clined to make a statement. 

Evidence accumulates from 
sources that the former “poliey king” 
was hard hit by his connection with

Papers Filed in Action Demanding 
Heavy Damages from Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Martz for Refusing to Give 
Possession of New Building to Ho- 
tel Company. 


Now that the Van Nuys Broadway 
Hotel is rebuilt, and is again ready 
to do business at the old stand, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Martz, the owner of the 
property, is called upon to face one 
and possibly two suits for heavy dam- 
ages from the lessees of the old hotel, 
which was burned out on December 24 
last. 

One of these suits was filed in the 
Superior Court yesterday by the Van 
Nuys Broadway Hotel Company, 
through fts attorneys, Charles. Bat- 
cheller and Thomas C. Ridgeway, and 
demands of Mrs. Martz $22,000 damages 


‘| for refusal to give plaintiffs possession 


of the reconstructed hotel building, 
which is between Fourth and Fifth 
street, on South Broadway. 

According to the complaint filed the 
plaintiff company, of which H. A. 
Clark is the head- and front, has a 
lease on the hotel, which runs until 
December 31 next. In the lease is a 
clause which provides that in case the 
bullding is destroyed by fire the owner 
shall rebuild it and ostensibly return 
the lessees to the posséssion thereof. 

But the company claims that while

has failed to place the company in 
possession, and in fact refuses to

Because of this refusal upon the part 
of the owner of the hotel to place the 


company in possession in order that it 


may continue the business of running 
the hotel, damages are demanded in 
the sum of $22,000, as well as costs of 
suit.

He 
is therefore destined, it would seem, 
to serious disappointment in both of 
these ambitions. : 

Perhaps if he would communicate 
with King Edward (who is justly noted 
as a suave and accommodating sover- 
eign, besides being a good fellow.) the 
latter might consent to allow the Mis- 
sissippi negrophobist to wield the 
scepter a few minutes, some day, just 
to please him. But the Fifteenth 
Amendment has come to stay. The 
foolish and vicious talk. of men like 
Vardaman (and Heaven be praised 
there are not many of them) proves to 
a demonstration the need and the wis- 
dom of this amendment to the funda- 
mental law. . 

Why is it that Vardaman would stop 
appropriations for the education of 
colored children? Does he fear that, 
if the negro children are educated, 
they will become superior to his own 
children? Is he, himself, afraid to be 
measured up with black-skinned men 
in the scale of intelligence, lest his own 
intellectual inferiority should be made 
manifest? There are doubtless many 
negroes in Mississippi, who, education 
or no education, would be ashamed to 
entertain views so narrow as those ex- 
pressed by Vardaman. Doubtless there 
are many respectable negroes, in Mis- 
sissippi and in Washington, D. C., who 
would not object to occupying the 
same seat with Vardaman if the laiter 
behaved himself as a gentleman 
should. 

Southern Congressmen in Washing- 
ton do not propose the kind of legisla- 
tion suggested by Vardaman, because 
they are possessed of too much com- 
mon sense to fend themselves to the 
perpetuation of a decaying and sense- 
less prejudice, The spectacle of Var- 
daman proposing such silly legislation 
“at least once a year,” in the Senate, 
will result only in ridicule and dis- 
credit for Vardaman. He will be tike 
the redoubtable and chivalric Don 
Quixote in his famous slaughter of the 
windmilis. Very likely he will be in 
deadly earnest, but the people at 
large will hardly be able to sup- 
press their innocent laughter at the 

If Gov. Vardaman doesn't like the 
negro he is not obliged to associate 
with him. Without question the aver- 
age negro will be glad enough to have 
Vardaman keep his distance. But the 
fact must not be lost sight of that the 
negro is an American citizen, and as 
such has as much right to be upon 
American soil as has Vardaman.

Would it be a benefit to import Ger- 
man beet sugar duty free as the ad- 
vocates (Democrats) of a “free break- 
fast table,“ and the opponents of the 
“sugar trust” desire? It would not, be- 
cause we are growing sugar beets our- 
selves and making better sugar from 
them than we ever imported from Ger- 
many. Under the Dingley tariff, framed 
to develop our sugar-beet industry, 
our product has grown from 439,684 
tons in 1897 to 220,722 tons in 1905, a 
wonderful inerease. More than 250,000 
acres of land and fifty-one factories 
are devoted to it. Besides we have an 
Increasing growth of cane sugar. 
which amounted to 334.522 tors in 
1905. Moreover, Porto Rico, Hawali 
and the Philippines now belong to the 
United States, and last year they pro- 
duced 516,098 tons. These items ag- 
gregate more than one million tons, 
with great room to grow, or nearly 
one-half of our sugar consumption.

Face Lumber Famine. 


When the American manufacturers 
of vehicle woodstocks assembled at 
Niagara Falls for their annual con- 
vention recently, one ofthe subjects 
which engaged their attention to a 
marked degree was the threatened 
shortage in timber suitable for use in 
vehicle manufacture, and there was no 
difficulty in figuring out that, if the 
depletion of the American forests con- 
tinues at its present rapid rate for 
many years, the day will soon come 
when carriage makers will have to 
make their carriages of something be- 
sides wood or some new source of wood 
supply will have to be discovered. Ve- 
hicle woodstock is a staple article of 
export to many countries, and the 
ing of the prices on the export trade 
thus becomes rapidly apparent. 

It is computed that the present an- 
nual consumption of hickory is from 
100,000,0000 to 150,000,000 feet annua'ly, 
and every year the demand for hickory 
is greater than the year before. At this 
rate the practical exhaustion of the 
hickory sapply becomes only a matter 
of time, ahd as things stand at pres- 
ent no satisfactory substitute for hier- 
ory is available. 


New Ory Batteries. 


A new waterproof dry battery of 
particular interest is made in New 
York. In the construction of the bat- 
teries the makers have worked to elim- 
inate the disadvantages common to the 
old type zinc cup cell, which has been 
on the market so many years. The ad- 
vantages in the construction of the 
batteries are largely due to the fact 
that every cell is self-contained and 
is placed inside an insulated fiber cup, 
which is impervious to dampness or 
climatic changes. The cells can he im- 
‘mersed in a pail of water indefinitely 
and still keep on furnishing current. 
The ordinary dry battery. surrounded 
by paper, when put in a locker or box, 


will absorb the dampness arising from 


its confined location, which produces a 
sufficient short circuit to run it down 
in a short time. Electrolytic action is 
obtained from both sides of the zinc, 
thereby giving a double surface and 
obtaining higher 
life without the use of chemicals. The 
batteries are manufactured tn all stan- 
dard sizes, and for convenience in use

There has been a decrease in the num- 
ber of. general ware potteries east of 
the Alleghanies, with a corresponding 
increase in the number of these plants 
in the West. This is to be accounted 
for to some extent by the growtng use 
of natural gas as fuel, but generally 
by the individual ‘enterprise of the 
men now in the business, and the de- 
velopment and cheapness of land in 
the western section. . 


Silk from Trees. 


About five tons of artificial silk are 
now manufactured daily in Europe, 
and the demand far exceeds the sup- 
ply.. This is one of the many modern 
products of cellulose, that wonderful 
substance of which the microscopic 
cells of plants aré made, and which 
composes about one-third of all the 
vegetable and animal matter mn the 
world. Robert Kennedy Duncan, now 

fessor of industrial chemistry in 
he University of Kansas, writing in 
Harpers Magazine for September, 
points out its possibilities for the 
manvfacturer. For instance, he writes: 
“A pine tree is worth $10 a ton; cut 
and stripped it is worth $15; boiled into 
pulp, it is worth $40; bleached, it Is 
ary $55: which, turned into viscose 
and spun into silk, is worth $5500." 
Prof. Duncan argues for a closer work- 
ing relation between the technical de- 
partments of the universities and the 
manufacturer who stands ignorantly 
at the door of great industrial devel- 
opments which can only arrive by the 
ald of modern chemistry. ;

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 22.—Walk- 
ing is not very good here these dusty 
days when the wind takes large sec- 
tions of debris for purposes of assault 
on inoffensive pedestrians, and Presi- 
dent Calhoun of the United Ratiways, 
unlike Phil Sheridan, is more than t- 
teen miles away. Our citizens are feel- 
ing the muscles of their legs and get- 
ting into condition for climbing over 
the debris when the carmen strike for 
$3 for an eight-hour day. The men 
are so insistent in their peremptory 
demand to break their latest agree- 
ment, which was to last until next 
May, that they seem to take it as a 
personal affront that Calhoun is not on 
the spot to grant their demands. The 
situation is a serious one, and, as 


usual, disinterested people will suffer 
the most. 


It is hard to say which is the worse— 
having to walk miles in dusty streets 
or fighting your way on and off 
crowded electric cars. There are many 
who will welcome any change from 
present inconvenient, methods of trans- 
portation. Gangs of pickpockets have 
been reaping a rich harvest on the 
packed cars for months past, and so 
long as they refrain from robbing 
officials there seems to be no effort to 
punish them. It people are forced to 
walk because of a strike, the light- 
fingéred 
also, and will simply transform them- 
selves into hold-up men. 


Ever since four big, husky detectives 
had their pictures put in one of our 
big dailies as having captured four 
boyish highwaymen, who were inex- 
perienced and frightened, crime has 
been on the increase, and the criminals 
are thinking of petitioning the news- 
papers to frequently publish pictures 
of all the local hawkshaws, so that 
the denizens of the underworld can 
spot on sight and be able to keep 
out of their clutches. Pride goes be- 
fore the fall of our four hundred cops. 


It must be admitted that James D. 
Phelan, former Mayor and miillonatre, 
is a level-headed financier, even if the 
politicians find him a bit hard to han- 
die when are afoot. The other 
day a prominent lawyer, backed up by 
a leading merchant, tried to force Phe- 
lan, as chairman of the Relief Com- 
mittee, to pay some $700,000 of claims, 
which both insisted were just and 
proper, as well as urgent. The chair- 
man listened patiently for a long time, 
and it looked as though he was ac- 
quiescent until he closed the debate 
by showing that the money to pay the 
claims had not arrived from the East.

Henry II was the great lawyer 
King. He married the divorced wite of 
Louis VII and through her, secured 
many French provinces. It was he who 
conquered Ireland, and forced Scot- 
land and Wales to acknowledge h- au- 
thority. He destroyed the “adulterine” 
castles of the peers of England, estab- 
lished assizes, and did a host of things a 
to put the law on a solid basis. The 
world has him to thank for the pres- 
ent jury system, wihch he established. 
It was during his reign that Becket 
was murdered. He had much fighting 
to do, largely against his own sons, 
and his later years were full of trouble. 
He died, worn out, in France. His fun- 
eral was a strange and dramatic one. 
He died cursing his sons, particularly 
Richard. When the Lion-Hearted 
heard of his father’s death, from pub- 
— rumor, he went to Fontevrault Ab-

A writer in Truth says that Ibsen, 
the son of a Danish skipper who re- 
tired from the sea to keep a shop in 
Norway, and of a German mother, had 
the impulsiveness of one whose fore- 
bears had drunk deeply of beer and 
ardent spirits. He himself drank free- 
ly (but not to the tippling degree) of 
whisky, gin and grog. 

I saw him take in thé coffee-room of 
the Grand Hotel, where he held a daily 
levee, what I may call a Scotch glass 
of whisky, neat, and in about three- 
quarters of an hour a nip of gin. Most 
Norwegians of his years would not 
have noticed these potations, and they 
did not affect the poet’s head in the 
least. I dare say that a spirituous 
stimulant unloosed the ideas that had 
been collecting in his head and en- 
abled his to make a satisfactory start 
in writing, for he did not take up his 

pen to answer letters until he had

Britain’s Manufacturing Enterprise 
Stirs the Little Brown Men to Emu- 
late Her—Many Mills Now Estab- 
lished—Imports Enormous—Steam- 
ship Line Started. 


The largest snag item in the im- 


ports of Japan is, according to the New 


York Tribune’s foreign correspondent, 
raw cotton, and its manufacture is the 
most important industry of the coun- 
try. Japan having seen that Great 


Britain, though not a cotton producing 


country, spins and weaves that staple 
for nearly 50 per cent. of the people 
of the world, and knowing that many 
of her conditions are similar to those 
of the United Kingdom, has taken the 
hint, and proposes to profit by the ex- 
ample of her prosperous ally.

tons are being transformed by cheap 
labor into fabrics which not only con- 
tribute to supply the home demand, 
but in certain lines are already largely 
exported. 

The quality of the cotton imported

China, in the order named, while 
Egypt supplies the relatively small 
amount required for the high grade 
yarns. Yarn for home consumption is 
composed almost entirely of American 
cotton, but in that intended for ex- 
port it is mixed with others to the ex- 
tent of from 10 to 20 per cent.
